THE BEATITUDES. 


LESSON TEXT—Matt. 5:1-12. 
GOLDEN TEXT—“Blessed are the pure 
in heart for they shall (No doubt about 
It) see God.” 


It was St. Augustine who first gave 
the ordination address of Jesus, after 
choosing the twelve, th e title of “The 
Sermon on the Mount,” a title now uni­ 
versally accepted. It is belter perhaps 
“The Gospel of the Kingdom,” telling 
us of the characteristics of these mem­ 
bers of the new kingdom Jesus came 
to establish, the influence of these 
m em bers upon the world, and is a com­ 
m entary upon the laws of this king­ 
dom. It is this, and more, for it is a 
prophecy of the church at work and 
also a test whereby we are to know* 
who belong to this kingdom. 
T h eir Spiritual Meaning. 
There are in reality only seven of 
th e Beatitudes, 
the 
“blessednesses” 
and seven is always typical of perfect­ 
ness. 
They are w ritten in Old Testa­ 
m ent language, but give the old form a 
new and spiritual meaning. 
The re­ 
wards are not arbitrary, hut are the 
logical outgrowth of the character de­ 


picted. 
The first four are passive virtues. 
Happy are those who are poor in spir­ 
it, not the poor-spirited but the humble 
minded ones conscious of their need. 
It is the poor, as to this world, that 
are to be rich in. faith and to be heirs 
of that kingdom which 
Christ 
has 
promised to those that love him (Jas. 
2:5). Happy are those th at m ourn,for 
they mourn not as those "who have no 
hope, they shall be comforted, yea, 
they shall be strengthened. Paul tells 
us of that sorrow which is unto salva­ 
tion and need not to be repented of, 
but the sorrow of the world worketh 
death. Happy are the meek, those who 
are not proud. 
The pride of man. is 
soon cut off as grass. 
In him, the 
meek and lowly, we are to find rest to 
our souls. 
W e are exhorted by the 
meekness and gentleness of Christ to 
receive instruction and Peter tells us 
that our ornamentation that shall he 
of the greate t price is to be meek and 
J quiet in spirit. 
I 
At this point the m aster begihs to 
make his practical application of the 
lives of those having these character­ 
istics, upon the world 
about 
them. 
Happy are the merciful. 
The with­ 
holding of mercy tends to poverty, but 
the liberal soul shall be made fat, for 
to the merciful he will show himself to 
be merciful. 
Forebearing, and forgiv­ 
ing we enter into this happiness, being 
kind, forgiving, tender-hearted, even as 
Christ hath forgiven us. 
Righteousness Defined. 
Happy are the pure for they may 
draw nigh unto God in full assurance 
of faith for themselves and on behalf 
of others. 
Indeed the wrriter of He­ 
brew’s tells us th at without holiness 
(purity) no man can see God, not our 
ow'n righteousness wherein we m ight

Not merely peaceable men, nor 
pieces of men, but rather as Tyndaie’k 
version is, “the m aintainers of peace.”

the sons of God (Rom. 8:14). “The

St. Augustine. 
Those

God says, speak out, 
endure for others. His kingdom is dis­ 
tinguished by altruism. The kingdom 
of darkness Bays: “Keep still, live for 
yourself.” 
This kingdom know’s not 
the essence of brotherhood. 
Man ever asks this old question: 
“How may I be happy?” Those whom 
Jesus selects as the happy ones are 
looked upon by the world as the most 
unfortunate, but time has proven and 
eternity will justify these declarations 
of Christ. 
The good of this age be­ 
longs to the selfish and self-assertive, 
the good of the coming age to the self- 
renouncing. 
It is better to cave sor­ 
rowed and to have received his com­ 
fort than never to have sorrowed at 
all. The message of the meek will get 
a hearing as against the censorious, 
and the supremely happy ar© those 
who shall see God. 
Hunger for the 
highest 
and 
the 
noblest can find a supply for all Its 
needs in Jesus the Son of God and 
only according to the principles he 
here sets forth. 
Jesus saw’ the m ultitude when he 
gave us this sermon, which is not a 
\ sermon at all. 
He understood 
their 
need, the state of their hearts and 
what was in their minds. 
He did not 
see them as so many pawrns upon the 
chess board of life; he saw’ their life, 
their sorrows, their sins. 
He read the 
story of human need and human des­ 
tiny. 
Why rejoice over our reproach? Be* 
cause this is the path into this new 
kingdom. 
And when we w’alk “fox 
Christ’s sake” we shall enter therein 
and rejoice greatly for we shall have 
“great reward in heaven.”

H is Long Silence on Roosevelt and 


In W ords That Could Not Be M is­ 


understood Told W h at He T h in ks of 
H is Predecessor. 


Boston, A pril 26.— Speaking in Bos­ 
ton last night, P resident T aft dis­ 
charged w hat h e characterized as one 
of the m ost painful duties of his life. 
He broke his long silence on Roose­ 
velt and told w hat he thinks of his. 
predecessor and one-tim e friend. 
Mr. T aft acknow ledged his deep 
debt cf gratitude to Colonel Roosevelt 
and spoke feelingly of the love and ad­ 
m iration he once had for him. 
But a 
situation had arisen, he contended, 
which compelled him as the titular 
leader of the m ovem ent for sane con­ 
stitutional governm ent 
to disregard 
his personal feelings and to speak 
plainly and to the point. 
P resident T aft thereupon charged 
R oosevelt w ith deliberate m isrepre­ 
sentation of his 
(T aft’s) 
speeches, 
w ith m aking false statem ents in re­ 
gard to the president’s position tow ard 
Lorim er, w ith changing front on the 
question of reciprocity in an effort to 
win the farm ers’ vote, w ith having 
m ade false charges of fraud against 
the president of the U nited States 
w ith having repudiated his own trust 
record, and w ith having proven him 
self disloyal as a friend. 


Charges Breach of Faith. 
P resident T aft disclosed the fact 
th a t Roosevelt approved of th e sup­ 
port which he (T aft) gave to Cannon 
in his candidacy for re-election as 
speaker, although Mr. Roosevelt now 
seeks to use the president's action in 
th at m atter as a political asset. 
Pres 
ident Taft reluctantly characterized 
his predecessor as “a m enace to the 
entire business com m uhity.” and in 
effect accused him of insincerity and 
a breach of faith in the m a tte r’of his 
third term . 
“One who so lightly regards consti­ 
tutional principles and especially the 
independence of the judiciary,-one who 
is so naturally im patient of legal re­ 
straints and of due legal procedure 
and who has so m isunderstood what 
liberty, regulated by law* is. couk! not,” 
said P resident Taft, “safely be en­ 
trusted with successive presidential 
term s. 
I say this sorrow fully, but I 
say it with the full conviction of its 
truth .” 
The president produced docum enta­ 
ry 
evidence 
show ing 
th a t 
Colonel 
Roosevelt had absolute know ledge that 
the president was opposed to the seat­ 
ing of Senator Lorim er. This evidence 
was in the form of a le tte r which Mr. 
T aft him self w rote to Colonel Roose­ 
velt. 
YeJ Colonel Roosevelt has been 
industriously creating th e im pression 
th a t President T aft was one of the 
L orim er supporters. 
P resident Taft 
produced furth er confidential letters 
th at passed betw een him self and Roos­ 
evelt, 
showing 
th at 
Roosevelt 
had 
given an unqualified indorsem ent of 
Canadian reciprocity which he is now* 
criticising. 
The Boston speech ended a day of 
speechm aking 
by 
P resident 
Taft 
against Colonel Roosevelt In M assa­ 
chusetts. whose prim aries on April 30 
will probably determ ine the fight for 
the Republican presidential nom ina­ 
tion as betw een T aft and Roosevelt.
